late Traniport Office, near the Scaffold, Mr. Fotter and 
Mr. Huine accompanying Kilmarnock, and the Chaplain 
of the Tower and another Minifter accompanying Bal- 
merino; where, upon their Arrival, they were conduéted 
ints feparate Apartinents, and their Friends admitted to 
{ce thein, 

My Lord Kilmartock fpent his Retirement ere in a 
Manner 1tuitable to his unhappy Circumftances, Mr. Fo- 
fter frequently comforting hin with feafonable Exhorta- 
tious. His Lordthip fecmed truly fenfible of his Guilt, 
and thewed the utmott Signs of a finccre Repentance ; all 
prefent. adm‘red.the:Compofure of his Mind» His Lord- 
fhip declared himfelf a Proteftant, and thoroughly fatis- 
fied with the Legality of his Majetty King George’s Title 
to the Throne of theic Realms; chat he was educated in 
thoi Principles, and had conitantly adhered to them, till 
after the breaking out of the Rebell en, which he heart!- 
ly repe..ted he ever engaged in, and that he prayed for the 
Good of his Country, and for the Continuance of the 
Crown in his Maj fly and Defcendents. ;

When his Lordihip mounted the Scaffold, he did it:
